threats of criminal prosecutions against policy holders to induce 
settlements. In connection with these matters we repeat that 
this company ia solvent, that it must settle each claim according 
to its merits,- that it has no right to maks a. wholesale denial 
of liability in western North Dakota, or any other section, and 
that threats of criminal prosecution against policy holders for 
alleged misrepresentations as to the condition of their crops 
amount to attempted extortion and are illegal. 


We are anxious to receive reliable and specific reports of 


instances of this kind with names, dates and circumstances 
where improper methods have been used to bring about settle- 
ments and we will take prompt action to prosecute those re- 
sponsible for the same. In the meantime policy holders should 
settle their claims amicably, if possible, or by going to court if 
necessary, and with full knowledge that the National Union 
Fire Insurance Company of Pittsburg is responsible and can 
pay all just losses in the state.
